- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case, it 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: linventor Mccusl<ey discussed how the idea of of the weapon caddy 
orignated. He discussed how it is uniquely mounted on the mounting surface and how the weaponry is placed in the 
caddy prior to the actual installation on the mounting surface. Applicant's atty proposed to include the rotation and 
horizontal movement in the horizontal plane in claim 1 . Claim 35 will include the aforementioned language in addition 
to the coupling language already present in claim 1. No determination of patentability was made, since the inclusion 
will require further search and consideration. Futhermore, the finality of the last office action was premature and will be 
abandoned.
